The inventions described in claims 1-3 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step 
based on document 1 cited in the ISR. Document 1 discloses the connection substrate described in 
Iclaims 1-3. 

The inventions described in claims 4 and 5 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR. Document 2 describes that the exposed portion of a 
[connection conductor is covered by a metal. 

The inventions described in claims 6 and 7 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 3 and 4 cited m the ISR. Document 3 describes a manufacturing method for a connection 
|substrate. Document 4 describes a means for polishing an insulating resin composition layer. 

The inventions described in claims 8-1 1 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 3 and 4, and document 5 cited in the ISR. Document 5 describes a means for conducting 
roughening processing on the surface on which an insulating resin composition layer is formed

The invention described in claim 12 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 3, 4, and 5, and documents 6 and 7 cited in the ISR. Document 6 describes a means for 
disposing a substrate on one side of a support substrate, which has a larger area and higher rigidity 
than said substrate, and removing such substrate from said support substrate when all the 
predetermined manufacturing steps are completed. Document 7 describes a means for disposing a 
substrate such that it faces both sides of a support substrate. 

The invention described in claim 13 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2. 

The invention described in claim 14 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2, and document 8 cited in the ISR. Document 8 describes that an insulating resin 
composition layer is a crystalline liquid polymer. 

The invention described in claim 15 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7. 

The inventions described in claims 16-18 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8. Document 8 describes a means for using a crystalline liquid polymer in 
an insulating resin composition layer. 

The inventions described in claims 19-20 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8. 

The inventions described in claims 21 and 22 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8. 

The invention described in claim 23 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8.
